Building and Op- 


eration Declared Obstacle 


to Growth. 


ST. IXJUIS. Jan. 22.—>To show that one 


ot th» "almost Insuperable" obstables to 
the restoration of the American merchant 
marine is the «rtrem» difference In build- 
ing and operating cost between foreign 
and American vessels, "Welding Htag of 
5f«w York presented some Interesting 
ngures at today's session of the National 
Foreign Trade convention. He said these 
figures 
were furnished by one of the 


largest American ship-owning firms:

deadweight capacity 9GEO tons, cost S."31.- 
721.11; one steamer bntlt -in 'England

"These steamers are of practically sim- 


ilar, character," said Hlng. "Intended for 
the earns trade and it win be noted that 
fthe'deadweight capacity of the English 
etearoers Is 400 tons greater than that of 
the American; while the cost of the Amer- 
ican Is more than double that of the Eng- 
lish. These may possibly be extreme dif- 
ferences In cost, but they are actual, and 
other owners have experienced the same 
conditions. These same owners recently 
transferred one of their British steamers 


to the TJnlted States Cae, with the fol- 
lowing results:
